Mooted Tariff War. 


Chicago, March 13.—In answer to a 


question concerning his recent order 
placing a countervailing duty on Rus- 
sian sugar, Secretary of the" Treasury 
Gage said, with emphasis: "I see no 
danger of a tariff war. Who is going 
to start one? So far as Germany and 
other countries are concerned, we 
make our laws and they malj:e theirs. 
Germany can ship goods here subject 
to our regulations or kaep them at 
home, and so can we. The laws are 
made by the people and it is the duty 
of the executive officers to enforce 
them as they find them. The Russian 
sugar case will probably go to the 
board of general appraisers, where it 
belongs."
